This is the estimates of the Penn- 


sylvania Department of Agriculture 
after a survey of scores of states. 


The total potato crop will bo 412,- 


761,000 bushels of which P9nn*ylvania 
will furnish 24,903,000 bushels—a de- 
crease of almost five "per cent from 
1923. 


Late potatoes are not expected to 


be as plentiful as early stock in the 
eastern states recently. 
Maine, New 


York 
and Michigan are the 
chief 


sources of late potatoes for Pennsyl- 
vania markets in addition to local pro- 
duction.

Lokcs, there have been decided in- 
«cases in the potato crop, some going 
as. high as fifteen per cent over last 
year.

28,101,000 barrels will be the apple 


ciop this year, it is estimated. Penn- 
sylvania crop shows a reduction of 36 
per cent, only 811,000 barrelF being 
expected as compared with 1,266,000 
barrels last year.
